AT PILGRIMS' DINNER

In Their Best Style of After-Dinner Oratory,
Balfour, Hammond, Birrell and Depew

Arouse Listeners to Enthusiasm.
Irinnen. June 2S..The dinner of the

Pilgrims' Society to-night, In honor
of John Hays Hammond, special Amer¬
ican ambassador to the coronation, gave
occasion for four speeches which wero

considered by all present the best ex¬

hibition of after-dinner oratory heard
In London for a long time. The speak¬
ers were Arthur 3; Balfour, former
Prime Minister; Mr Hammond, Augus-
tin Birrell, chief secretary for Ireland,
and Chauncey M. Depew, former l.'nlted
States Senutor.
Covers were laid for 250, and mu<:h

disappointment was felt that the offi¬
cers of the United States battleship
Delaware wero unable to attend, as
they wero to have been, along with Mr.
Hammond, the special guests of the
evening. Rear-Admiral Charles 10.
Vreeland, who represented the Navy
Department at the coronation, sent a

Wireless from the Delaware expressing
regrets that the exigencies of the ser-
vice prevented the Delaware's officers
Crow being there. The army was iep-
resented by the officers who took part
In the horse show.

Trent y Arranged.
There was a scene of enthusiasm

when a message was read that us the
result of a conference between Secre¬
tary of State Knox and Ambassador
Bryce a treaty had been practically
arranged for th'- arbitration of all dif¬
ferences botwecn tho two countries
Mr. Balfour observed that Americans
had their problems of empire and other
difficulties. Just as Grast Britain had.
an 1 whatever temporary quarrels had
from time to time appeared between
England and the United States, tho rc-
alitles of history were too strong for
them. They could nut help being in
sympathy with each other.
Both countries were enamored of lib¬

erty; both had the same Ideals, and
surely It was predestined that In the
world's history of the future tiiey
should work together, not by formal
alliance, but by deep sympathy in alms
and ideals, for the cause of civilization
and progress. Special Ambassador
Hammond, In responding to Mr. Bal-
four'a toast, spoke on "Pence."
The governments might still Incline

to nlsunderstandings, said tho speaker,
but the great producing classes, who
had built up the Industries of the n.t-
tlons and were its bone and sinew,
were in favor of universal peace. It
was a felicitous coincidence that the
coronation of King George occurred at
the moment so exceptionally auspicious
for Anglo-American relations, and he
believed that the arbitration treaty be-
twoen the United States and Groat
Britain would speedily be followed by!
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similar treaties with other rowers,
ravine the way for universal peace.Every patriotic Englishman, every pa¬triotic American, irrespective of po¬litical bias, should Join in a fervent
prayer for the speedy consummation
Of this noble purpose.

CITIZENS MUST HELP
TO BUILD HIGHWAYS

Preston Belvin, Worker in Cause of Good Roads,
Tells Why Richmond Should Give $10,000

Needed to Complete Roadway From
Gordonsville to Old Point.

Realizing that Richmond hau not
furnished Iis quota of tho funds need- ]
td to complete the highway from Gor-
doii9viiio to Old point, via Louisa,
Richmond, Wllllamstiurg and Newport
News, a representative of the good
roads committee of the Richmond Au¬
tomobile Club will meet a similar com-
mlttee from the Chamber of Commerce
this afternoon for the purpose of dis-
cjsslng plans for raising the sum

needed.
A campaign was Inaugurated a short

time since for the purpose of securing
$1 0.000 in this city, 16,000 of which
was to be applied on the roadway
from Richmond to Gordonsvllle, and
tho remaining 15.000 on the road-
way from Richmond to Old Point. Of
this amount but $4.'»00 has been so-
cured. It Is now the intention of
those Interested to start a second cam-
palgn, aided by the Chamber of Com¬
merce, it Is believed that the money
can, in that way, be secured.
The work on the roads has been

progressing steadily and a large pro-
portion of the Improvements bus been
made. However, practically all of the
funds hove been exhausted, und the
time has arrived when, without the aid
of Richmond, the work already ac-
compllshed will be practically worth-
less, as the connecting links will make1
gaps too great between the good and
the bad roads.

rcntou Belvin Talk«,
Preston Belvin. president of the or-

ganlzation having the campaign In
charge, and who will appear before
the Chamber of Commerce this after-
noon, in speaking of the aid which
Richmond should give, said:
"The city of Richmond has invited

I the National Good Roads Association
of America to meet here In September.
A large majority of the delegates to
this convention will come to Rich¬
mond In their own automobiles, and
tho main high- ay from the North and
the West is down the Valley pike to
Staunton. and from there through
Charlottesvlllo. Gordonsvllle, Louisa
Courthouse to Richmond.

"At the present time more than
thirty miles of the road between Rlch-
mond and Louisa Courthouse Is Im-
passable In wet weather, and almost
so in dry weather. The Chamhcr of
Commerce .- nd the Richmond Auto-
mobile Club and other organizations
have favored good roads leading into
Richmond. The highway known as
tho Richmond Gordonsville Louisa
highway is of the greatest Importance.
as this is a link which, when put lh
proper condition, gives 5G3 miles of
good roads In Virginia at all seasons
of the year.

Would Have Great Highway.
"A perfect highway from the. sea

to the mountains up the Valley of
Virginia to Washington, and there
connecting with the different State
highways for the North. Kast and
West, would thus be created by com-
pletlng the Richmond Gordonsvllle
link. It seems to be very poor busi¬
ness policy for the citizens to Invite
strangers to visit them and when al¬
most within the city limits have them
blocked by one of the worst and most
dangerous roads in the State. This
road could be improved and made pass¬
able for a very small sum.
"Richmond has been asked by the

Richmond Louisa Gordonsville Asfoci-
ation to contribute $5,000 for the com-
pletlon of the road, and the Ponln-
sula Good Roads Association, extend¬
ing from Richmond to Old Point, has
asked for the same amount, making a
total of $10.000.
"The good roacis committee of Rich¬

mond has been canvassing to raise the
needed $10,000, but up to this time
has secured only $4,00ft. The amount
of money asked is very little when
compared with the great good which
will accrue to Richmond, not only
from the number of very rich automo-
bile tourists who will visit Richmond
and the historic portions of Virginia,
but the hauls will he made so easy
that the farmers will bring their pro-
ducts to market In the city, where
they will be sold and much of this
money spent In our midst.

Other CUIes Help Cause,
"The citizens nnd councils of other

progressive cities give liberally to the
roads leading Into their respective
cities. Richmond nnd its citizens
could learn a valuable lesson from its
sister city of Petersburg. The Cock-
ade City has helped financially every
road that leads into It. There will
be spent around Baltimore this year
on road improvement upwards of $1.-
000,000. Other illustrations of the
way in which municipalities have come
to the aid of the good roads RIÖVO-
mont could be cited without I'mlt. It

j is largely a question of civic pride.
coupled with sound business Judg-
ment.
"On June 23 and 24 I made a tour

of Inspection in an automobile driven
by Mr. Foster, over the road between
Richmond and Old Point. Twenty-four
thousand .'ollars has already been
spent In Improving this road, of which
$1,000 was contributed by the Good
Roads Association of Richmond.
The Peninsula people are now knock-

lng at our door asking for the balance
'of the amount originally requested.I
$5.000. Tho Chamberlayne Hotel has
given fl.004. Willlamsburg has given
twice.once $50u and luter $400, mak-
Itig a total of $;Hi0. The county of
New Kent, with only 1.500 white in-
habitants and loo voters, has con-
trlblltod more than $1.500 and the free
use of the county road teams.

Rnnd Entirely New.
"I found the road between Richmond

and Old Point had been rebuilt In a
most satisfaction manner. New cuts,
had heon made, new tills and bridges
built, which were both ornamental and'
nafc. In fact, the road Is In excellent
shape, and will take care of any kind
of vehicle, be It large or small. The
roadbed Is ample wide and well
drained. So well has the work been i
done that In all safety the rldo from!
here to Old Point can be made in from
four to six hours, depending upon the
power of the automobile. More than
one-half of tho road is absolutely
complete. A force of hands and carts
will begin next week at Bottoms or
Chickahomlny Bridge, and will work
cast to New Kent Courthouse. The
road is nearly completed between New
Kent Courthouse and Barhamsville,
This can also be said of the road be¬
tween Barhamsvllle to Willlamsburg.

Money Needed or Work Stopped.
"Unless the money Is paid In by the

cltlzcna of Richmond; as naked for,
work on the road must be stopped,
This means thnt the/organization will]
be broken up and It will co*t a large
sum of money to reorganize tho work¬
ing force ns It Is to-day.

"J. cannot impress upon tho people 1

of Richmond too much the Important-..of rebuilding ond repairing the road
between Richmond. Louisa and Oor-
donsvllle ns quickly as possible, as
this Is the gateway Into Richmond
from the richest and most productive
part of Vlrglnlu and from the Eastern,
Western and Northern states.
"The county of Louisa, besides ihn

amount which will bo spent by the
supervisors, has already pledged $1.210
through Dr. Eugene I'endleton, nt
'"uckoo. The northern portion of
Hanover county, through which this
roud will puss, will have In the neigh¬
borhood of $3.000. The northern and
southern districts hnve joined together
In building a now bridge nt Ground
Squirrel, which will he completed this
summer. 1 havo not yet heard what
has been done In the southern portion
of Hanover, but J. 1» ri'.unders, second
vice-president of tho association, and
a supervisor, will no doubt see that
the road will receive all of the at¬
tention that can be given It.

People Kiitbuslnntlr.
"The citizens of the counties through

which these roads run ure enthusiastic,
and have lent their Influence with the
supervisors nnd have contributed as

liberally as their means would permit.
..Richmond will be by far the great¬

est beneficiary, and the small amount
asked.$io,i>oo. of which $1,000 has
already been subscribed.should be
glndiy contributed by the business peo¬
ple of this city, as the Investment will
prove a highly profitable one. Unless
this amount be In hand within the next
ton days or two weeks we will not be
able to make the necessary repairs
to the Rlchmond-Gordonsville-Loulsa
Highway.a very deplorable situation,
since the National Highway Associa¬
tion has been Invited to assemble here.

Cltlen Can Help.
"Rosewt-ll Page. member of the

legislature from Hanover county. In¬
formed me that nt the last session of
that body a bill was passed giving to
municipalities the right to aid finan¬
cially the Improvement of roads to a
point within ten miles of the corpo¬
rate limits of the city, nnd we hopethat we may be able to Interest the
Council to make an appropriation.

"I have been requested by the execu¬
tive committee of the association to
appear before tho Chamber of Com¬
merce committee on parks and roads
which meets this afternoon, to make
n statement of the condition of these
ronrts and their financial needs. The
executive committees of the Rich-
mond-Qordonsvllle-Loulsa Highway As¬
sociation and the Peninsula HighwayAssociation have been called to meet
here In the rooms of the Richmond
Automobile Club on duly fi. All pex-v
sons Interested In the cause of good
roads are invited to attend the confer¬
ence. I hope stneerely that by the
time of the conference we will be able
to report that all of the money need¬
ed Is In hand, so that we may assure
them that there will he no Interrup¬tion In the good work "
